During the Jan. 17 School 
Committee meeting, Ms. Dalton 
said the picture “of the Indian 
(on the old school logo) is not an 
animate object” and could still be 


used as part of the new High 
School logo. 

As the committee discussed 
the logo issue, Tom Meyers, 
Andover Education Association 
president, strolled to the front of 
the room, stood with his hand 
raised until he was acknowl- 
edged, and said to Ms. Dalton 
that if she pursues using such a 
logo, “I’m accusing you of 
harassment of Native Ameri-

Competition usually involves 
two classic-style events and two 
freestyle events, with each race 
ranging from 5 to 30 kilometers. 

“It’s very hilly,” Ms. Ryan-

Gillette plans a move

The Gillette Company, which man- 
ufactures toiletries, plans to consoli- 
date its four warehouses into one 
space in the spring of 1997. Two of the 
current warehouses are in Andover, 
one is in Lynnfield and one in Wilm- 
ington. The firm’s decision to move is 
based on the fact that the new facility, 
located in the Devens Commerce Cen- 
ter in Ayer, is 25 percent larger than 
its current four warehouses com- 
bined, said spokesperson Eric A. 
Kraus, who calls it a “good business 
decision.” 

According to Mr. Kraus, the 
Andover warehouses employ approxi- 
mately 100 people. The effects this 
move will have on employment is 
unclear at this time, but Gillette 
believes it will need the same number 
of employees at the new location.

YMCA holds annual meeting 


The Merrimack Valley YMCA recently 
held its 116th annual meeting at Bishop's 
Restaurant in Lawrence. Dr. Robert V. 
Antonucci, commissioner of the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Education, 
addressed the group of 150 YMCA staff. vol- 
unteers, and community leaders who came 
to celebrate another year of community ser- 
vice to the citizens of Lawrence, Andover, 
North Andover, Methuen, and Salem, N.H. 

The youngest son of Italian immigrants 
looked to the community at-large for guid- 
ance, caring and support growing up. Mr. 
Antonucci recalls that his recreation center 
(now a YMCA) was an important influence 
along with his school. “The school, for 
many, many people is the sole unit where 
children can come and feel safe, where they 
can get good citizenship, and where they can 
learn,” he said. “And an extension of that is 
the YMCA and the programs that you do.” 


In order to survive today, he said, we 
need to develop our children’s literacy 
skills, provide a safe environment and teach 
them responsibility and citizenship. He 
pointed out that the family and youth pro- 
grams and services of the YMCA, in combi- 
nation with schools, can make a difference. 
“The YMCA in this community will really 
make a difference to kids and families 
because you believe in what you do,” Mr, 
Antonucci said. 

The YMCA is the largest human care 
agency in the Merrimack Valley, with an 
operating budget in excess of $4.5 million. It 
serves more than 15,000 people annually 
with a membership base of 9,000. In 1995, the 
organization provided more than 2,000 resi- 
dents with more than $200,000 in YMCA 
financial assistance and an additional 
$120,000 of United Way dollars to subsidize 
youth and family programs.

GUM DISEASE AND TOOTH LOSS 

Three out of every four people over the age of thirty-five are 
afflicted with periodontal disease, which is caused by bacterial 
infection and inflammation in the gums and membranes 
surrounding the teeth.

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Committee holds budget workshop

The Andover 
School Committee 
held a budget work- 
shop Saturday, Jan. 
20, to review its rec- 
ommendations for 
1997, 

This year the 
administration is 
asking for $29,592,781 

a 10.62 percent 
increase over last 
year’s budget of 
$26,752,600. 

Town Manager 
Buzz Stapcezynski 
has recommended a 
total of $28,396,000 for 
the school depart- 
ment. The School 
Committee members 
have made no deci- 
sion whether they 
can accept the $ 1.2- 
million cut, saying 
they would have to 
examine the implica- 
tions. 

The largest 
increase in this 
year’s budget is the 
Teaching Services 
account, Which has 
risen from 
$16,990,472 to 
$18,747,618. This 
increase iS largely 
due to the school

department’s deci- 
sion to hire 15.2 new 
teachers. 

Ideally, the ratio 
of class size to teach- 
er should be no larg- 
er than 25 to 1. 

But due to grow- 
ing class sizes and 
the 107 new students 
who will enter the 
district this year, the 
administration 
believes the new 
teachers are needed. 

The committee 
deliberated about 
how it would justify 
the need for all these 
new teachers, saying 
that it would seem to 
the general public 
that only four new 
teachers were need- 
ed to maintain a 
class size of 25. 

“It’s not a steady 
to steady relation- 
ship,” Dick Neal, 
superintendent, said 
at the meeting. He 
believed that as stu- 
dents entered the 
secondary levels and 
basic core classes 
increased, other 
classes of specialized 
areas such as music 
and foreign language 
also increased, and

into the age of electronic communication and | 
the Internet. 

The School Committee made no decision 
about whether this was a future possibility. 
Printing costs would not be alleviated, | 
because the “paperless revolution” of the 
computer age has actually resulted in the use | 
of more paper, members said. 

The committee also considered whether 
the department could save money by leasing 
equipment. Currently all town elementary 
schools have separate lease agreements for 
their equipment (i.e., copy machines), and 
each pay a separate fee.

Mr. iain vowed the union would back a 
petition to the state Civil Rights Commission 
by Dolores Dunning, if necessary, to stop 
such “harassment.” Ms. Dunning, a Native 
American who teaches art at Andover High, 
has been very involved in the efforts to cre- 
ate a new logo. 

Mr. Meyers compared Ms. Dalton’s efforts 
to sexual harassment. He said her continued 
efforts to “honor” Native Americans are sim- 
ilar to repeated and unwanted comments by 
a man who believes he is only “honoring” a 
woman’s figure. 

During the Jan. 17 meeting Ms. Dalton 
said she believed the headdress seen in the 
old logo should be removed if indeed it is true 
that Native Americans who lived in this area 
never wore such gear. But she also said she 
believes keeping the profile of a Native 
American is not against the vote of the 
School Committee to “select a new logo.” 

In July the School Committee took a vote 
“to modify the present logo or select an 
entire new logo.” However, there was so 
much immediate opposition from audience 
members — who did not want to leave the 
door open to a Native American remaining 
as the school’s logo and mascot - that the 
School Committee reconsidered this vote. 
Ms. Dalton’s was the lone vote against recon- 
sideration. 

The School Committee then voted “to 
select a new logo.” 

The approved motion read, in part, “The 
new logo, if selected, should preferably 
include an inanimate subject rather than a 
living subject.” 

“The problem that I have is that the War- 
rior symbol nonetheless, headdress not being 
part of my discussion, is an inanimate sub- 
ject. It is not a picture of a particular person. 


Union will fight old Warrior logo in court 


As a matter of fact, it is a stylized or carica- 
ture type of picture,” Ms. Dalton said Jan. 17. 
“My concern is that the profile - if you will - 
of the Indian is not an animate object and, 
secondly, that it is not inappropriate for a 
committee such as Andover to be interested 
in (using) that, considering an Indian is part 
of our town seal as well.” 

Ms. Dalton also said that an effort by 
Quincy students and teachers to get rid of 
their cartoon-like logo of a Native American 
had failed in court. Mr. Meyers said it failed 
because none of the students or teachers 
were Native Americans and therefore did not 
have Standing to file a civil rights complaint. 
However, Ms. Dunning does have such stand- 
ing in Andover, he said. 

“Have respect for these people,” said Mr. 
Meyers. “They don’t want you to represent 
them in this way. It’s not your symbol, Mrs. 
Dalton.” 

Ms. Dalton, who will seek legal counsel as 
a result of Mr. Meyer’s statements, said, “My 
remarks were not intended to offend any- 
one.” 

The vote 

The vote to change the Andover High War- 
rior logo came about because of student and 
teacher interest. 

In an optional secret ballot last spring 365 
of 573 High School students, approximately 
64 percent of those voting, elected to change 
the Golden Warrior symbol. 

The school’s governmental body, made up 
of both students and teachers, voted 36-4 to 
replace the Golden Warrior, with four people 
abstaining. Thirty-three of 51 teachers, 
approximately 65 percent of those voting, 
also favored change. 

A logo study committee consisting of stu- 
dents, alumni, administrators and a School 
Committee member, Tina Girdwood, is con- 
sidering new logos.

administration over a year 
ago,” said Mr. Birnbach. “I con- 
tinually get calls from parents 
of senior students, junior stu- 
dents, saying, ‘What are you 
going to do for my kids? 
They’re not prepared for the 
technological’ needs they'll 
have whether they go on to 
work or they go on to college.’ I 
think we have to call a spade a 
spade — and we have failed to 
deliver for these students.” 

Mr. Neal strongly disagreed, 
noting the technological accom- 
plishments of the school system 
and noting that many improve- 
ments could not be made until 
the networking and wiring of 
the High School was completed 
as part of the building project, 
which is under the control of 
the School Building Commit- 
tee. 

“This has nothing to do with 
the School Committee or the 
superintendent in any way not 
delivering. This cannot be 
delivered until that school is 
completed,” said Mr. Neal. 

Mr. Birnbach said there 
were other technology-related 
improvements that could have 
be made without the addition of 
networking and wiring. 

At one point he said to Mr. 
Neal, “Let’s not get emotional 
about it.” 

“T will get emotional about it 
because I think you’re way off 
base,” responded Mr. Neal. 
“I’m telling you that this pro- 
gram is a building project 
that’s underway. The renova- 
tions of that school have not 


even begun.” 

“Dick, I think that’s a cop- 
out, with all due respect,” said 
Mr. Birnbach. 

Neal: “Well, you can think 
what you want.”

The schools probably won’t give the time 
of day to one idea meant to speed up the 
Andover High construction project. 

At their last meeting, several School Com- 
mittee members indicated they do not favor 
adding one hour onto each school day as a 
means of accelerating construction. 

After a few minutes of discussion Wednes- 
day, Jan. 17, Lloyd Willey, School Committee 
member, said, “I think we’ve seriously con- 
sidered it. It’s unacceptable.” 

During its meeting the previous week, the 
School Building Committee had suggested 
this possibility of adding an hour to each 
school day so school could end in early June. 
This would have allowed the contractor, 
Stone-Congress, to have more time with an 
unoccupied school. 

Building officials were hoping this extra 
time would allow Stone-Congress to more 
quickly finish the High School job. 

Although School Committéé méhibers” 


indicated they might be willing to ‘consider 


such a major disruption to the typical school 
schedule if it meant the project could be fin- 
ished during the summer, they are skeptical 
this change would have such a significant 
impact on the completion date. 

Stone-Congress has repeatedly altered its 
completion dates and is claiming it will need 
until February 1997, to finish the entire High 
School project. 

The schools would also face several obsta- 
cles to making such a change, including 
negotiations with the teachers’ union, the 
Andover Education Association. 

“Do they have funds in the building pro- 
ject to pay the AEA?” asked Dick Muller. 


Dick Neal, superintendent of schools, said 
the town would need the state’s approval to 
make this change in the school-day schedule.

More than 300 years ago African 
American history began in Andover 
when black men, women and children 
were brought here in slavery. They 
were taken into families who looked 
after their welfare, gave them the family 
name and provided for their future. 
Many were freed long before Mas- 
sachusetts law was enacted in 1780 for 
this purpose. With the help and blessing 
of their previous owners, they estab- 
lished themselves in the community. 

Pomp Lovejoy and his wife, Rose, 
lived in a cabin by the pond which now 
bears his name. On election day for 
many years they made cake and root 
beer for the townspeople. Both died in 
1826, he at age 102 and she at 99. The 
recipe for Pomp’s cake can be found in 
the Andover Historical Society’s muse- 
um collection. 

Lucy Foster was bequeathed an acre 
of land by her previous owner and lived

Pomp Lovejoy 
marched with one of six Andover com- 
panies which answered the Lexington 
Alarm. At Bunker Hill, Phillip Abbot 
gave his life. Salem Poor won recogni- 
tion as a “brave and gallant soldier” for 
shooting a British officer in that battle. 
A Bicentennial stamp commemorated 
his bravery. Several black men were

A control issue 


Fact: The Board of Selectmen and 
School Committee are not working togeth- 

~ er well. 

Suggestion: When one board meets, the 
other should send a member to be avail- 
able to clarify issues. 

During Monday’s selectmen’s meeting, 
this question came up: Who’s in charge of 
renting out town and school buildings 
and fields? It seems both the Board of 
Selectmen and the School Committee 
want control of those rentals. In fact, a 
position, or even a position and a half (in 
the School Committee’s budget), is includ- 
ed twice in the proposed budget for the 
April Town Meeting because the two 
can’t iron out who takes care of the chore. 

It’s not the first time the subject has 
risen. Selectman Barry Finegold passion- 
ately spoke on the subject Monday. “Why 
are we pursuing this when the selectmen 
are saying it’s not an option?” (for the 
School Committee to take it over), Mr. 
Finegold asked. And he pointed the finger 
at Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski, ask- 
ing him why he had let the School Com- 
mittee even consider it an option. 

Selectman Jerry Silverman called it “a 
control issue.” He said the schools hope to 
raise money by having the position in 
their control. Right now Lisa Wilson does 
the work for the town, out of Old Town 
Hall. 

It wouldn’t be easy for a School Com- 
mittee member or a selectman to spend 
another night out during the week, but by 
rotating the chore of attending the other 
board’s meeting, someone would be able 
to answer the questions on the spot 
instead of having the board that is meet- 
ing speculating why the other board did 
what it did. 


This is not the first time this newspa- 
per has editorialized on the Andover High 
School Golden Warrior logo. It may not be 
the last; it’s too important to drop. 

Teachers’ union head Tom Meyers has 
threatened to sue Susan Dalton, head of 
the School Committee, who said last week 
the Native American logo is not animate. 
The committee voted in July to re-do the 
logo and have it be an inanimate object. 

There are Native Americans in 
Andover who have objected to the logo, 
calling it hurtful. That should be enough.

I am told that 
some people arrived without tickets 
and insisted they be allowed in. 

Now I’m writing this Tuesday, try- 
ing to put into words the pride and 
admiration I felt for Andover, seeing 
the inaugural concert of history and 
song. 

“It is a rare occasion that brings 
an entire community together in one 
voice and one heart to achieve a com- 
mon goal, the celebration of its vitali- 
ty,” organizers of the event, Ann 
Constantine and William Thomas, 
wrote in the program. Indeed, that 
comes close to describing it. 

The afternoon unfolded in a per- 
fect rhythm, first of music, then one 
person would deliver a short, histori- 
cal portrait of someone from 
Andover’s past. That rhythm of song 
and history, song and history, was 
the brainchild of William Thomas, 
who described it as a sort of Lessons 
and Carols service, according to Sue 
Lenoe, who called Mr. Thomas “the 
magician.” 

He and Ann Constantine master- 
minded the evening. “It was the 


’ biggest evening of my life,” Ann Con- 


Stantine told me Tuesday. She cele- 
brated her 50th birthday Saturday 
night .and her four brothers and sis- 
ters-in-law were here, from Andover, 


from Buffalo, N.Y., and New York 
City, to witness her work. 

Andover’s historian for more than 
20 years, the talented Julie Mofford. 
spent 125 hours writing the profiles 
and pieces delivered by people hand 
picked by herself, Ann Constantine 
William Thomas, Sue Lenoe and 
with guidance from Barbara 
Thibault at the Andover Historical 
Society. Catherine Rosen, with her 
lovely English accent, played Anne 
Dudley Bradstreet: Andrew 
Wolfendon played the Rev. Samuc] 
Phillips Sr.; Philip Zaeder played 
Judge Samuel Phillips Jr.; the profes: 
sional actor George Moore was the. 
only one who wrote all of his own 
piece; he played George Washington. 

Grace Jamison, who has taught. 
Kindergarten in Andover for more 
than 25 years and who taught Ms. 
Lenoe’s kids, played Black Lucy Fos- 
ter, a slave given as a wedding pre- 
sent to Hannah Foster in the 1760s. 
Barbara Landis Chase, head of 
school at Phillips, played with poise 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, wearing a 
dress she should make sure to wear 
again. Town Moderator James 
Doherty magnificently played his 
grandfather, John Doherty, who 
came here from Ireland. Moderator 
Doherty added some of his own poet- 
ry to the portrait, which illustrated

Old AHS warrior 
symbol is very racist 


Editor, Townsman: 

Tension among students in Andover 
High School has become especially 
high, I think, after the vote to change 
the Warrior symbol was taken. I was sit- 
ting in class doing algebra problems 
over the low hum of conversation when 
the louder voices of several football 
players on the other side of the room 
broke the calm. 

They were asking of the other stu- 
dents if they felt that the symbol should 
be changed back. When asked, I told 
them what I thought. “No, I think the 
Warrior symbol is very racist. It 
shouldn't be changed back. The old sym- 
bol labels a certain group of people infe- 
rior,” I said. They obviously were not 
interested in my honest opinion, 
though. They were so threatened by the 
idea of civil debate that one began to 
imitate my statement with his “gay 


accent.” Another yelled fag across the 
room at me. 
Maybe I acted irrationally in 


response. I told the most vocal that no 
one would care what he thinks anyway. 
“In years, you'll still just be a drunk in 
front of a television set,” I said. “You'll 
always have someone to hate because 
you can’t deal with your own pathetic 
inadequacies. You'll worship Newt Gin- 
grich and Pat Buchanan ‘til the very 
end.” I admit that this probably was not 
the best tactic in winning them over. A 
chorus of pejorative shouting of any- 
thing that they could think of to intimi- 
date me then followed. 

Some may ask where the teacher was 
throughout this incident in which a few 
very ignorant people made any type of 
learning experience impossible. This 
teacher was sitting to my right, listen- 
ing intently. I finally said to her, “Get 
up and do something about this. I won't 
be abused like this. It’s your responsibil- 
ity to stop it, especially when it’s right 
in front of you.” She told me to “Get 
back to work” and to “Just ignore 
them.” “No, I'll blame you for this if you 
don’t take a stand against it. You can’t 
sit there and let sexual harassment take 
place,” I said. She suggested that I “not 
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get myself into trouble and get back to 
work.” 

I have nothing against Republicans, 
against conservatives, against football 
players or even against helplessly lost 
math teachers. I will not, however, give 
any person of any political party or affil- 
iation the right to display their preju- 
dices in a way that impedes upon anoth- 
er’s specifically endowed rights. I don’t 
care if they were angry over the War- 
rior symbol or if they’re “homophobic.” 

Whichever or whatever, the preju- 
dices that I encounter within that class- 
room are the result of either ignorance 
or else of a very carefully taught hatred. 
Both are severe handicaps to people in 
general and both require education to 
be reversed. Perhaps for these two 
seniors it’s too late. They may have 
been neglected by the Andover school 
system. They may finally learn the valu- 
able lessons of tolerance in a court 
rather than in a classroom. Future 
Andover students do not need to suffer 
the same ignorance, though. 

The Anti-Defamation League offers a 
program to school systems for educa- 
tion about diversity, both for students 
and for teachers. The program, “A 
World of Difference,” was introduced at 
a forum in the Memorial Hall Library 
several months ago. Arguments against 
the program came generally from those 
people who run the Andover schools 
rather than from those who attend them 
every day. The standard argument 
seemed to be that the program would 
impose values and that a school’s job is 
merely to teach facts. 

I would subtly attempt to point out to 
these people that it is a fact that diversi- 
ty does exist in Andover and that there 
is proof among the students that we are 
not dealing with it very well. We obvi- 
ously need help. Many people who come 
across an ignorant loser in their path 
are probably not quite as loud and 
obnoxious as I am and as such, they 
may let the issue go unreported. 

It is, however, a school’s responsibili- 
ty as an institution of education to first 


protect its students from discrimina- 
tion, ensuring an equal right to the 
learning process and, secondly, to 
ensure that it gives its students an 
understanding of tolerance and of how a 
decent human being will act in society.

American struggles 


Editor, Townsman: 

This is a response to School Commit- 
tee Chairperson Mrs. Dalton’s recent 
announcement to reinstate a Native 
American symbol at Andover High. I 
write this letter as an Oglala Sioux Trib- 
al member who currently attends 
Amherst College, and as a former 
Andover High School graduate (class of 
93). My response has been delayed 
because I have just returned from visit- 
ing relatives on the Pine Ridge Reserva- 
tion in South Dakota. 

To respond to Mrs. Dalton’s idea is 
very hard for I am torn between rage, 
frustration, and pity. I wonder why she 
wants to reinstate the logo, and whether 
she knows that what she is doing dam- 
ages the emotions of real people. As a 
person involved in the area of law, Mrs. 
Dalton knows that logic is very impor- 
tant. I do not know the logic behind her 
quest to reinstate something that has 
been explained as “culturally insensi- 
tive” and outright degrading. I guess I 
took for granted that society was actual- 
ly progressing in its racial awareness, 
but now I feel as though I stand correct- 
ed. History and personal experience 
have demonstrated to me that the 
images of Native American people are 
quite commonly romanticized, some- 
times blatantly racist, or simply igno- 
rant of hidden struggles. Like anybody 
else, many times I find that I am a prod- 
uct of my own world and have a blurred 
vision of other people’s realities. How- 
ever, when someone demonstrates my 
ignorance, I try my best to empathize

Klos er’s diver se population: “Every 
name/every face/each came/from 
another place.” And he said later, “As 
they are now/so once were we/make 
them welcome/and give them a 
‘ hand/that they too may enjoy/this 
promised land.” The words were a mag- 
ical message. 

William Putnam, who works at 
Hewlett-Packard, played the part of a 
soldier who made the horrors of war 
come alive in letters written home. His 
material came from a compilation of 
several letters written during World 
War I by soldiers and sent home to 
Andover and collected and printed in 
the Townsman from 1915 to 1917. 

And of course, Sue Lenoe played 
Bessie Punchard Goldsmith with skill 
and poise. Ms. Goldsmith wrote a col- 
umn for the Townsman for 11 years, 


and in playing her, Ms. Lenoe said, “I 


signed myself Townswoman,” which of 


course pleased the crowd. And me. 

And ah the music. The music did 
swell the breeze. Ms. Constantine, who 
learned how to pull together large-scale 
productions while living in New York 
and working in advertising and design, 
knew she wanted historical, American 
music. 

“When this whole thing started, it 
was to be a little blip of a thing at Old 
Town Hall,” Ms. Constantine said this 
week. “It was going to be like a political 
rally with bunting and American 
music. I wanted every song to ring a 
bell. I wanted a little foot stomping, 
some tears.” 

She went to William Thomas with a 
list of proposed songs. He said, use the 
chapel. He said he would ask his con- 
ductor friends if they wanted to partici- 


pate. “The rest is history,” said Ms. 
Constantine. 

Mr. Thomas let the majority of the 
directors choose their music, Ms. Con- 
stantine said. 

The final musical selection, Fanta- 
sia on America, commissioned by the 
town for the event, was written by a 
1940 PA graduate, Daniel Pinkham, and 
performed by the combined choruses. It 
was inspirational, and I hope it will be 
sung again before too long. 

Phillips faculty member Paul Mur- 
phy, whom Ms. Constantine said 
worked on the event “with enormous 
energy,” delivered the closing remarks, 
thanking the people who worked “solid- 
ly for two and a half years” on the 
event. 

I, for one, wish to thank the hun- 
dreds of people who delivered. And did 
they deliver! 
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with them and learn. No different than 
the “Aunt Jemima” or “Sambo” issues 
which African-Americans have had to 
deal with, I see the logo issue as some- 
thing which has been deemed blatantly” 
offensive and should be changed out of 
decency. To not change the logo after 
hearing testimonies of Native American 
people is not only ignorant but racist. 

1 often wonder what people think of 
when they hear the term “Native Amer- 
ican.” What visual image appears inside 
the brain? It is a rarity to actually hear 
first-hand of the dormant voices 
silenced by the struggle to survive. Does 
Mrs. Dalton know of the situations 0 
Native Americans who live today and 
do not die attacking wagon trains in old 
John Wayne westerns, but die out of 
poverty and lack of opportunity? When 
Native American people speak to repre- 
sent themselves, people tend not to lis 
ten or place too much emphasis on 
“authenticity”; although most people 
are unaware of what precisely “authen- 
tic” can mean or represent. I wonder 
who, if anybody, Mrs. Dalton has peti- 
tioned to come to the conclusion that 


“the whole issue is a question of what , 


type of headdress” appears on the logo. 
Whether the issue is Native Ameri- 
can mascots and symbols (i.e. Washing- 
ton Redskins...), or books and films, the 
misrepresentation of Native Americans 
is a reality. Trying to correct this reality 
has proven to be a painful and humiliat- 
ing experience. Saying that Native 
Americans have had “it” bad and con- 
tinue to struggle is analogous to telling 
someone who is in prison that their life 
is not going so well. And so, I wish to 
ask Mrs. Dalton what exactly is her log- 
ic because in my interpretation she is 
simply perpetuating the errors of Amer- 
ican history and its treatment of people, 
of color.

or 1040NR-EZ. 

According to the IRS, direct deposit 
is more secure because there is no 
check to get lost, and takes the Trea- 
sury less time than issuing a check. So 
people may get their refund sooner and 
they don’t have to make a trip to the 
bank. 

People can check with their financial 
institutions to make sure they accept 
direct deposit, including joint refunds 
into individual accounts. They can also 
verify the correct routing transit num- 
ber and deposit account number. 

There are some limitations. The IRS 
may not accept direct deposit requests 


if the refund claimed differs by more 
than $50 from what the IRS computes. 
Nor will there be direct deposit of 


refunds into foreign bank accounts. 
Form 8888 cannot be used when filing a 


prior year return or for filing a return 
or a joint return for a spouse who died 
during 1995. Also, direct deposit will not 
occur if the name on the tax return and 


bank account do not match. If the direct 
deposit cannot be done, the IRS will 


send a check instead.

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Death and taxes 


How true the maxim! With a per- 
son’s death comes the process that 
includes collecting all the assets, pay- 
ing the creditors, distributing the 
remaining assets to the heirs or other 
beneficiaries, and filing any tax 
returns due. 

And depending on when the person 
died, more than one tax return may 
need to be filed. If a person with 

..@nough income to require a tax return 
died between January 1 and April 15, 
and had not yet filed the previous 
year’s return, then one is due by April 
15. But that’s not the last one. A final 
return must be filed by April 15 of the 
following year to account for any 
income or liability the decedent (per- 
son who died) had between January 1 
and the date of death. 

All these things can be handled 
by a representative of the 
decedent's estate: an execu- 
tor, an administrator, or 

. anyone who is in charge of 
the decedent’s property. 

If taxes are owed, the 
representative must collect 
them from the estate and 
send a check with the tax 
return to the Internal Rev- 
enue Service. If a refund 
is due, the representa- 
tive must attach to the 
return a copy of the court 
certificate showing his or 


her appointment as representative. 
This certificate authorizes the IRS to 
make the refund payment to the dece- 
dent’s estate. A power of attorney or 
copy of the will is not acceptable. For 
those who are not court-appointed or 
certified representatives, a Form 1310, 
“Statement of Person Claiming 
Refund Due a Deceased Taxpayer,” 
may be required. 

Usually a surviving spouse can file 
a joint return for the decedent if he or 
she did not remarry in the year of 
death. Making a payment or claiming 
a refund is handled the same way as if 
the person were still living. 

The surviving spouse or represen- 
tative should immediately give notice 
of the death to all parties, including 
financial institutions, who paid 
income to the decedent. This will 

ensure the proper reporting of 
income earned by the estate or 
heirs. 

A person’s death can also 
affect the tax returns of the 
heirs and the estate. It may 
be wise to have the represen- 
tative coordinate the filing of 
all tax returns to make sure 
they are done correctly.

Keeping up with today’s technology, the Internal Revenue Service offers 
people electronic alternatives to filing their tax returns. 

Over the past ten years, acceptance of electronic filing has steadily 
increased. Now, about 12 million people are putting away their pencils and 
reaching for computer keyboards. Preparers and transmission services accept: 
ed by the IRS send their clients’ tax return data directly from their computers 
to IRS computers. Electronic filing lets people who owe taxes file when they're 
ready, then send the payment by April 15. Those who get refunds can have 
them directly deposited into their bank accounts. 

In most States with income taxes, people can electronically file their state 
and federal taxes at the same time. The IRS has teamed up with state tax agen- 
cies to offer this one-stop service. Most tax preparers who offer electronic filing 
offer federal/ state joint filing. 

Those who prefer the comfort of their own home computer can prepare and 
even file their returns using a commercial on-line service or a transmitting 
agency. AlsO, Many tax preparation software programs come with a print 
option called 1040PC that prints out an answer sheet of the return to 
mail to the IRS. Unlike traditional forms that may have many blank 
lines, the 1040PC program prints only the lines that have entries 
The result is a three-column list that fits on one or two pages. 

Whether people choose the traditional way to file or one of 
these alternatives, they should always double check their 
return. And keep in mind that using correct Social Security 
numbers prevents processing delays, and a complete 
return address and enough postage will help make sure a 
mailed return gets to the IRS on time

When investing in bond mutual 
funds, is it best to pick one fund and 
invest all assets there?

Davis explains how laddering works. 
“As most investors know, as you 
increase a portfolio’s average maturity, 
you generally increase your yield and 
your risk. You ladder a portfolio by 
investing one-third of your money in a 
fund that concentrates on 5-year maturi- 
ties, one-third in a fund with 10-year 
maturities, and the remaining third in 
20-year maturities.

You 
have lowered your risk. And here’s the 
interesting part,” continues Davis. “Sur- 
prisingly, you have given up very little 
in the way of performance than had you 
invested all your money in the best per 
forming of the three funds.” 

Investors favor laddering because 
interest rates change, and sometimes 
very rapidly, before investors have a 
chance to react. Of course, if investors 
want to take a more active management 
role, the rungs of a laddered portfolio 
can be shifted at any time, such as by 
increasing one’s position in 20-year 
maturities in anticipation of higher long- 
term rates. In such a case, the evenly 
split portfolio of thirds could become 20 
percent — 30 percent — 50 percent.
